Each parcel canat bs sealed in such n way as to 
render it impnssible that it should be. opened 
withont detection, The sender must sapply a 
declaration of the nature, value. and net weight 
of the contents, and of the gross weight. of the 
parcal. ‘I ho printed form for this declaration 
can:bs obtained at the Post (ffice. The parcal 
wust not contain any latter, any article prohibit- 
ed by Customa roles, lottery tickets, vines, parts 
of vinov, liquids (unless securely packed) or 


dangerous or offensive goods, nor must tho 


package bo of « fragile nature. 

A small charge, not exceeding six cents, may 
te made for Custom House purposes on the 
Ldelivery of the parcel. Except Customs dues, 
iss is the only charjre the addresseo will tare to
